Applicant, by and through the undersigned attorney, respectfully petitions 



for revival of the above-identified application on grounds that abandonment 
thereof was unavoidable, or at the very least, unintentional. As the attorney in 
charge of the application has retired, the undersigned presents the following 
facts on information and belief. 

During a telephone conversation between Examiner Gregory Strimbu and 
Donald D. Evenson, the retired attorney, on February 20, 2004, Mr. Evenson was 
advised that the above-identified application was abandoned for failure to 
respond to a Restriction Requirement mailed July 29, 2003.

A search of the file jacket and docket records indicates that the Restriction 
Requirement dated July 29, 2003 was not received by the undersigned, 
applicants' counsel. Copies of counsel's docket records for August 29, 2003; 
September 29, 2003; and October 29, 2003 are enclosed, as the undersigned does 
not know how many months were provided for responding to the Restriction 
Requirement. The docket records contain no entry for the above -identified 
patent application.
